REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims are allowable over the cited prior arts because said prior arts do not disclose or 
make obvious a process and composition for making a microcapsule having a mean 
diameter of about 0.1 to about 5mm, comprising a matrix containing an active principle, 
and which process comprises forming an aqueous matrix comprising a gel former, a 
chitosan and the active principle; forming a dispersion of the matrix in an oil phase, and 
adding an aqueous solution of an anionic polymer selected from the group consisting of 
a salt of alginic acid and chitosan derivative. JP 01018440 discloses a composition and 
process for a microcapsule wherein chitosan or its salt is dissolved in water and a core 
substance containing the substance hardly soluble in water is dispersed therein. Then 
an aqueous solution of a polyanionic polysaccharaide is added and stirred followed by 
the addition of water to form the microcapsules. Magdassi et al 5,753,264 discloses 
process and composition for microcapsules comprising forming forming an oil-in-water 
emulsion using an anionic emulsifier such as lecithin and adding an aqueous chitosan 
solution to give a stable emulsion which is converted into microcapsules by the 
dropwise addition of sodium tripolyphosphate solution.
